TRANSPOSITION OF THE SCALE. 


The fundamental keys C major and its relative A minor are not transpositions, and are known by 
the absence of the usual key-signature. Transposing implies changing position; in music, ‘‘ moving into 
¥- another key”. Every major key is composed of the tones forming the major scale; likewise the minor 
key of the tones forming the minor scale. 
a In transposing it becomes necessary to change the pitch of a certain degree of the staff in the new or 
te transposed key, from what that degree represented in the key transposed from; this is done by the use 
of sharps, flats or cancels, as the case may require, which, when placed upon the degree so to be affected 
at the beginning of the staff, forms the required key-signature. 
To preserve key-relationship, and through it euphony, transposition can only be made in two ways, 
by taking tone four or tone five of a scale, making it a key tone for a new key, building a scale upon it by 
properly arranging the steps and half-steps, thus forming a new or transposed. key;—see illustrations.
